bills by Senator Arthur H. Breed, 
providing for an increase of from 2 to 
3 cents tax on each gallon of gaso- 


line sold in California, for the com- 
pletion of the State highway sys- 
tem, today were given final passage 
by the Assembly. 

The bill providing for the li-cent 
increase passed by a 63-to-8 vote. It 
has been estimated that it will make 
$9,000,000 available for new roads the 
first year it is in effect, and over a 
period of twelve years will provide 
gn average yearly income of 810.000. 
000 for new roads. 

The other measure, which provides 
for the distribution of the funds, 

66 to 5. Certain highways 
designated as primary roads will re- 
ceive 75 per cent of the amount on 
the additional tax. These roads are 
main State arteries. Secondary roads 
will be constructed with the other 25 
per cent. 

The bill stipulates that 2345.7 miles 
of primary highways will be con- 
structed in the northern section of 
the State, or that 54.7 per cent of 
fhe funds will be expended in that 
section. 

The southern section of the State 
will receive 19414 miles of new 
highway. or 453 per cent of the 
money.

ME AND PUNISHMENT 

“For such a man there should be «a 
whipping post,” said Superior Judge Sum- 
merfield in commenting on the case of a 
wife-beater. 

The whipping post constituted a part of 
the “machinery of justice” in colonial days 
and while, generally, it has been abolished 
in America, it was, until recently, a legal 
ized institution for punishment in Delaware 
and a few days ago Michigan adopted a 
bill providing for the flogging of armed 
burglars. | 

The whipping post is not a pleasant 
thing to contemplate—but neither is wife- 
beating. Moreover, no form of punishment 
is pleasant, either to the punished or to 
the punisher, if either of the two is sensi- 
tiv to pain and sympathy. » 

It is deplorable that the position of the 
punisher, or rather of the agent who acts 
for the law in the punishment of wrong- 
doers, has a tendency to desensitize and 
brutalize those who act in such a capacity. 
As a matter of fact, few persons—regard- 
less of their moral status—would volun- 
tarily seek the job of lashing a man on the 
bare back until the blood ran or of spring- 
ing a trap door that sends a murderer to 
eternity. It is not pleasant for a judge to 
sentence a criminal to prison, nor can any 
officer, with a drop of the milk of human 
kindness in his veins, take any delight in 
closing the gates of freedom upon a con- 
victed felon. 

All punishment is supposed to be for one 
of two or for two reusons: the safety of 
society and the reform of the criminal. 
Whenever it is possible punishment should 
be remedial. When the reform of the 
criminal is evidently impossible, when his 
probable danger to safety outweighs the 
probability of bis redemption it may be 
that his permanent removal from contact 
with his fellow-beings is the only step 
which wisdom can take,
